The Hon, Clarence Copi- 
thorne, Minister of Highways 
and Transport, announced a 
six year program to provide 
over 220 million dollars of 
assistance for urban trans- 
portation, in the legislature 
Monday, The program will 
aid Edmonton and Calgary 
and smaller urban centres in 
expanding transportation 
systems in three areas: pub- 
lic transport, arterial road 
systems and planning and

Support for public transit 
systems will include buses, 
rail systems, light rapid 
transit, dial-a-bus and so 
on, They will be developed 
with a view to future expan- 
sion and flexibility, an ex- 
ample of which would be the 
extension of a public transit 
system to satellite towns 
like St. Albert.

All Alberta cities are 
growing, with their biggest 
growth probably yettocome, 
he said, so that the govern- 
ment must consider their 
problems with transporta- 
tion within the central core 
and linkage between the core 
and the suburbs, It is our 
intention, said the Minister,

Co-operative planning be- 
tween the urban municipal- 
ities and the provincial gov- 
ernment on metropolitan 
transportation systems will

Environmental Impact As-

Council looks at 
townhouse proposal

Town Council heard apro- 
posal for a town housing 
development in the Glou- 
cester and Goodridge Drive 
area of Grandin Park at 
their meeting May 27, when 
all council was present, 

Mr. Soprovich of Gervais 
Plaza was present for his 
appointment to answer ques- 
tions of council. 

Town Council considered 
a proposal for a 60 unit 
Town House development be- 
tween Goodridge Drive and 
Gloucester Drive and back- 
ing on Gervais Road at their 
meeting May 27, when all 
council was present, Owing 
to a number of councillors 
being at a conference at 
Banff, there was no meet- 
ing Monday of this week. 

Mr, Soprovich of Belve- 
dere Developments Ltd. was 
present for an appointment 
to answer questions on the 
proposal, and council had 
before them recommenda- 
tions of the planner and a 
letter putting the developers 
position, The property is 
zoned to accommodate the 
development, 

The planner objected to 
vehicle storage area abutt- 
ing single family homes and 
felt the 10 foot landscaped 
strip proposed was not ade- 


quate screening. He was fur- 
ther concerned that units 
fronting Goodridge and Glou- 
cester would encourage curb 
parking by tenants and visi- 
tors. He felt that an excep- 
tionally large central active 


games area had been created 
at the expense of crowding 
the buildings too close to- 
gether, and that the entire 
plan was rather rigid and 
formal in layout.

Mayor Gibbon felt the 
planner’s concern with curb 
parking was justified, as 
people would take the closest 
parking space to the unit 
they would visit. ‘‘You would 
have a certain amount of 
that in any design,’’ said 
Mr, Soprovich. We could post 
No Parking, but if the single 
family residents have it, 
there could be problems, 
There are 96 parking stalls 
over and above one car per 
tenant, he added, 

The planner did not like 
park areas within 10 feet of 
single family homes, and 
was concerned with the fact 
that ground cover and pop- 
lars will be taken out re 
road grading - it would be a 
shame to wipe it out, he 
said, and the drainage can 
be improved there, But Coun 
de Bruijn agreed with the 
developer re fill to get pro- 
per drainage and control 
mosquitos as well as flood- 
ing danger, He also wanted 
adequate provision for stor- 
age of recreation vehicles 
on the site, Mr. Soprovich 
felt they could be stored on 
the parking lot. He pointed 
out that renters should have 
the same opportunity as oth- 
ers to face the street and 
that it would be costly to 


have underground garages, © 


$29,000 per unit includes 
land, he said, and they will 
rent at $275 - $280 monthly 
If underground garages rent 
could be $300 or more, said 
Mr, Soprovich, 

Coun, Bakker thought that 
the developer and planner 
could get together and re- 
solve their differences, and 
that the type of layout was 
o.k, His motion to this eff- 
ect was carried, Mr. Sop- 
rovich pointed out that it 
was getting late in the con- 
struction season,

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Development of 
Lakeview Area 
Discouraged 


A recommendation was 
passed at the Regular Com- 
mittee of the Whole Meeting 
held on Tuesday, May 21, 
that council should not con- 
Sider residential develop- 
ment in the Lakeview Indus- 
trial area, The recommen- 
dation resulted from a re- 
quest from Brookdale In- 
vestments Ltd, to discuss 
the possibility of a residen- 
tial development in that area 

Mr, L, J, McCoy, presi- 
dent of Brookdale Invest- 
ments, was heard by the 
Committee of the Whole 
without an appointment and 
gave a brief outline of what 
was invisiioned for this area 
which he said ‘lends itself 
to residential rather than 
industrial’ use, The land in- 
cludes sewage lagoons and 
nuisance grounds which are 
to be phased out of use and 
Mr. McCoy proposes that 
they ‘could be developed 
either into a park or water 
area or some form of re- 
creational area,’ The resi- 
dential development, accor- 


ding to Mr. McCoy, could 
accentuate the area to make 
it a lot more than an ordin- 
ary residential area but 
rather would create a ‘high 
class’ residential area, 
‘Our proposed residential 
area could be developed so 
as to accentuate the ravines 
and water holes already pre- 
sent, To combine them by 


connecting ravines and walk-, 


ways with and to an adjacent 
recreational and park area 
on the site of the present 
sewage lagoons and nuisance 
grounds,’ 

Town Development Officer 
D. G. Brownlee, in prior 
communications with the 
Chief Administrator had 
concluded ‘our initial react- 
ion would be to discard the 
area as a location for re- 
sidential development, rath- 
er, consider the possibility 
of a recreational amenity.’ 

The proposal is scheduled 
for consideration at the 
council meeting on Monday, 
May 27,

Polish 
Climbers 
visit 

St. Albert 
En Route 
to Alaska 


The Polish Mountaineer- 
ing Club Expedition, Alaska 
74, made an overnight pause 
in Edmonton on May 30 be- 
fore taking the Alaska High- 
way to the Northern peaks 
which they will attempt to 
climb, The expedition has 
taken over 18 months of 
preparation, 

The 12 man team and 
16,000 pounds of equipment 
left Poland early in April 
with the backing of the Pol- 
ish Government and busin- 
esses of that country. The 
two trucks which have trans- 
ported them across Canada 
plus most of the equipment 
are donations from the gov- 
ernment and the Polish man- 
ufacturers, 

The objective of the ex- 
pedition is to scale two of 
the highest peaks onthe con- 
tinent, Mt. McKinley (in Al- 
aska) and Mt, Logan (in the 
Yukon), and the climbers 
intend to film their activit- 
ies during all phases of the 
adventure which will be pre- 
pared as a movie to be dona- 
ted to the Canadian Govern- 
ment, 

The climb should take two 
or three weeks and probably 
four of the members of the 
expedition will actually stand 
at the summit, The entire 
expedition will take more 
than six months, 

A special radio link has 
been authorized for com-

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Recreation Report suggests many ranging needs: 


Further recommendation 
in the new Recreation Report 
as reviewed by the consult- 
ant, Mr. G Shelley, at a 
meeting with council on May 
8th, called for overall prior- 
ities to be adopted and foll- 
owed, with the first require- 
ment to determine physical 
facilities needs, along with 
priorities, 

In this connection Mr, 
Shelley said the parks and 
recreation departments 
should continue to be kept 
together and look into the 
same budget, It will be nec- 
essary, he said, to schedule 
where and when pool and 
arenas and park areas are 
to be developed, with similar 
schedule for program ser- 
vices, the latter to be the 
responsibility of the recrea- 
tion staff as to recommen- 
dations, 

Wouldn’t that be a res- 
ponsibility of the parks and 
recreation superintendent? 
asked Coun, Fyfe, and Mr, 
Shelley said he would hope 
the recreation board, (aciti- 
zens board) would be actively 
involved with the P & R De- 
partment, regrading the 
needs of people. They should 
also be involved in other 
areas, such as parks, but 
recommendations come to 
council for approval, There 
are just so many dollars to 

be spent, which is a prime 
responsibility of the super- 
intendent, he said, 

A parks and recreation 
services directory was ano- 
ther recommendation of the 
report, The variety and ex- 
tent of programs is very 
diverse, with many oppor- 
tunities for“new people, The 
directory, suggested Mr, 
Shelley should be prepared 
by the P & R Department 
and circulated, Coun, Hud- 
son noted that he had re- 
commended some time ago 
that a quarterly calendar 
of this nature be prepared, 
which would be more sea- 
son oriented and heipful in 
registrations, 

Mr, Shelley agreed that a 
quarterly directory would be 
better, but annual would be 
better than nothing. ‘‘We 
have several examples of 
such directories which are 
effective,'’ he added, 

He also told council that 
continuing education pro- 
grams can be a helpful in- 
dicator as to the demands 
in leadership etcetera, 

A public meeting should 
be called by the P &R ward 
said the consultant, which

Mr. Shelley. 

He felt also that a greater 
portion of the budget should 
go into leadership training 
and development, and that 
more outdoor programs are 
needed, You have a good 
cross section going, but 
many are limited in regis- 
tration, and on the basis of 
our survey there is need to 
expand in curling and many 
others, 

Your cultural activities 
here are much better than 
in other communities of sim- 
ilar population, said the con- 
sultant, but you will need to 
expand there as well as the 
outdoor programs, and there 
is a problem with resource 
people, All this is not easily 
solved, 

Coun, Hudson said public 
concern had been expressed 
that there was not sufficient 
park area, Did you hear this 
in talking to organizations, 
to males? to the general 
public? I thought there would 
have been more consultation 
with people by your firm, Mr, 
Shelley said the P & R De- 
partment has records and 
that source and others gave 
a pretty good idea of the 
demands, We encounter pro- 
blems because of a gap be- 
tween what people say they 
would like and what they 
would do, Dealing with hum- 
an variables is not a good 
instrument, he said, and not 
proven effective, 

I don’t think I can accept 
all the needs as you have 
mentioned them, said Coun, 
Hudson, and Mr, Shelley said 
he could provide his work- 
sheets, 

A recommendation on the

role of clubs, said it would 
be increasingly difficult, ac- 
cording to previous studies 
which are a matter of record, 
for clubs to provide services 
They can’t carry on for cit- 
ies, when organization and 
co-ordinating becomes too 
difficult, It is not realistic 
for them to carry 90 per 
cent well into the future, 
said Mr, Shelley. 

Programs should be de- 
centralized and offered on a 
district basis, said the re- 
port, and council will en- 
counter problems with com- 
munity wide services, Some- 
day you will find this un- 
workable, said Mr. Shelley, 
with facilities not properly 
located and so on, Neigh- 
borhood district planning 
was recommended, and also 
a policy of facility standards 

A large park along the 
Sturgeon River should be 
considered - this may bea 
long term plan if the decis- 
ion is made now. The river 
valley offers the best re- 
source in town, said the 
consultant, The report re- 
commends watershed rehab- 
ilitation, noting that the value 
of the river has depreciated 
over the years and water 
detention is down to where 
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the river is no longer a re- 
source, The Department of 
Environment should be en- 
couraged to do necessary 
upstream work, We looked 
at the point downstream pro- 
posed for a weir with M_D, 
Sturgeon people, but have 
some reservations about the 
effects of a weir, which will 
act as a sediment basin for 
upstream, said Mr. Shelley. 

Council was also advised 
to get sufficient physical 
area for a centralized park 
in the future, A multiple 
use trail should be planned 
to fit into the Waskahegan 
system for winter ana sum- 
mer use, The consultant felt 
there are not adquate park 
reserve areas, which will be 
a problem in the future, As 
an example it will be neces- 
sary to replace the rodeo 
grounds and there is not a 
site available now - possibly 
the lagoon area could pro- 
vide a site, 

It was also recommended 
that under a phased devel- 
opment plan land area should 
be consolidated to allow for 
family recreation centres in 
three major districts to in- 
clude an arena, pool, curl- 
ing rink and teen centre on 
one site for cost savings, 


The present pool is not con- 
vertible to an indoor pool 
according to the structural 
engineer that the consulting 
firm had out, 

Coun, Throndson asked if 
the background data is avail- 
able on the report, and Mr, 
Shelley said it was, If all 
was included the report could 
have run 700 pages, he add- 
ed, More data would be use- 
ful, said Coun, Lukay, since 
a questionnaire on the matt- 
er is to be made available 
by the town, The supporting 
data will be filed with the

Another meteorlogical . 


phenomenon soon to be mea- 
sured in metric units is pre- 
cipitation, Precip will be 
measured in millimeters 
which involves another 
simple multiplication exer- 
cise - inches X 25,4, For 
example, 1/2 inch of precip 
in the metric system is 1/2 
x 25.4 or 12,7 millimeters, 

Measuring wind speed in 
units of kilometres per hour 
involves a conversion from 
miles per hour, The process 
of conversion simply in- 
volves MPH X 1,609, A 
wind speed of 20 m.p.h, is 
equal to 20 x 1,609, or 32,08 
kilometres per hour, 

A temperature of 22 de- 


grees may not sound very 
warm unless you are using 
the Celsius system, part of 
the metric units soon to be 
commonly used in Canada, 

The procedure employed 
to make the conversion from 
Fahrenheit degrees to Cel- 
slus degrees involves a 
simple math formula - Cel- 
sius - (Fahrenheit - 32 x5/9) 
For example, 70’ F minus 
32 is 38, 38x 5/9 is 21 and 
a bit or 22’, therefore a 
temperature of 22’ C is act- 
ually 70 degrees on the Fah- 
renheit scale. 

Soon, all temperatures 
will be issued in weather 
reports in the Metric system 
of units, the Celsius temp- 
erature,

pounds and the total cost of 
the car cannot exceed $75, 
The wedge-type car which 
Mark constructed reached a 
total cost of approximately 
$50 worth of materials, It 
took about two months worth 
of work to complete, 

The plans provided to en- 
trants were updated by Mark 
and the ‘wedge-type’ design 
he arrived at could bea first 
appearance for this style of 
racer at the derby. The car 
measures 83 inches -long, 
11 inches wide, and 14 3/4

In order to el- 
iminate any unfair advant- 
age, 12 inch wheels and axles 
are provided to each entrant 
for the race, Mark used air- 
craft cable for steering and 
brake assembly which does 
not stretch and the chasis

A very tricky part of the 
construction was the appli- 
cation of fibreglass which 
made up the body, Discover- 
ing that the fibreglass which 
he purchased would not be 
adequate to complete the job, 
Mark improvised by liber- 
ating some old bed sheets 
to supplement the material 
he already had, The finished 
product was impressive just 
the same and has generated 
interest in Soap Box racing 
from other neighborhood 
youngsters, We may see 
many more St, Albert ent- 
rants in the race next year. 

Mr. Bill Sutherland, 
Mark’s father, is con-

vinced that the project is 
worth a tremendous amount 
to the young people who un- 
dertake it.

The delegates also had 
the opportunity to see the 
Alberta Legislature during 
their two day visit to this 
province and they found the 


standard of debate in our 
Legislature to be very high, 
comparable to the standard 
in Britain, One of the dele- 
gates stated that he had found 
that Alberta’s Legislative 
discussion to be superior 
to that of the province of 
B,C,

The impending strike and
